Dr. Penf ield addressed a jdnt 
' meeting of theJfontr«(d Neurolo- 
gleal Society arid the Montreal 
Phyaiological Society yesterday 
afternoon in the capacity packed 
Amphitheatre :of the Neurological 
Institute. His topic was, "A Glimp- 
se into Physiology and Neurology 
in the Soviet Union.". - 

Friendly Atmosphère • 
.J In the course of his speech. Dr. 
Fenfield discussed 'the work that 
is being carried on in a number 
of medical institutions he visited. 
Throughout his Journey a friendly 
ànd hospitable atmosphere prevail- 
ed. Dr. Penfield, guest of the Ac- 
ademy of Science, gave three lec- 
tures; the question periods, he 
said, were "lively and blunt" 

Centering his theme around Pav- 
lov's theory on conditioned and un- 
"condltilhed reflexes. Dr. Penfield 
went on to elaborate on the re- 
search being conducted at diffe- 
rent . experimental institutions.. 
XJnknoum 
The firm belief in Ivan Pavlov's 
theories has unearthed neurological 
methods unimown 'to Western sci- 
entists. Some results, foi* example, 
show 'that the removal' of holf 
of the cerebral cortex is compen- 
sated in time and a restoration of 
bodily functions ; the removal of 
the other port of the cortex, how- 
ever, results in the total loss r>' 
the returned ^ functions • forever. 
Experiments conducted with ani 
mais indicate that after 'the re 
.moval of the bilateral cortex, the 
loss of 1 per cent of blood may 
cause death. 

Soviet Reieareh 
' Regretfully noting the absence 
of Dr. Hebb ... the Director of 
the Neurological Institute conti- 
nued to elaborate on psychological 
branches of Soviet research. In 
one of the institutes there are five 
semi-sound proof Pavlov Cham- 
bers in which dogs are submitt»*^ 
to different tests. They are semi- 
sound proof because dogis fall 
asleep , in completely sound proof 
confines. 

Although vivisection is practised 
on dogs for experimental purpo- 
ses, the friendship of man's best 
|ipal^;is highly, valued,,, sometimes 
^ihey' are nearly regarded as staff 
members of the experimental sts- 
JUoM. 

1^^' ■■ New Buildinge 

Although some branches of re- 
search have their headquarters in 
ancient palaces, new buildings are 
constantly being constructed to 
house the needs of expanding me- 
dical centers. There are about 160 
Academicians in all sciences . . . 
they are the leaders in their field 
and have positions involving in^ 
fluence, social standing, and, "I 
assume, a corresponding salary."

Another syptom of this standardization of the 
human heing is the frequent use, particularly on 
6hb campus, of the slang term 'Mype."

Canada Is often referred to as à young or 
adolescent nation. Is it also a nation of adoles- 
cents T Does the average Canadian need so bad- 
ly to be.acccfpted by his' contemporaries that he 
will conform witK them at the expense of his own 
individuality T . ; 

The standard of jiving on this continent at 
present is higher that it has over been anywhere 
in the history of western civilization. Canadian 
children grow up taking a «ood many things for 
granted. Many of them never really have to strive 
for anything rthey want. Perhaps this situation, 
has played a large part In making Canadians on 
the whole an Immature people. If this is true, 
they are also a very vulnerable people. 

The Illustrations we have given arc of stand- 
aidteation of surface characteristics only. How- 
ever, .we . feel that they are an Indication of the 
d«6pet }>rdbiém — the standardization of thought. 
People who are afraid to dress differently, who 
arc easily swayed by the latest fad, and who con- 
form happily are often also "afraid to think differ- 
ently. When men of their own free will begin to 
coniform to the group in their Ideas, democracy 
dies.

[its system and offer only three 
■years of study in the undergradu- 
late courses, as Qneens'.Universi- 
ty does, for example, it could ac- 
commodate more students without 
having to increase its enrollment 
[by much. ■-: 

This plan w^dniecéssltate a 
major change In the Quebec school 
system in general. High schools 
would have to offer an extra year 
to students, >so that ' the}r',>onld 
take their, senior matriettiatlon be- 



fore entering college. However, : 
ithls could be done. It is belhp; 
done at present In other provinces. 

The first year of most iihder- ■ 
graduate courses at the unlyéirslty 
now is not on a par with the 
other three years. ,,C}à88es arè 
large, particularly for the sèveral- 
courses that all first year students^ 
are required to take. End of term 
marks are more liberal. Despite 
this, a large number of students 
fall to pass their year arid are 
forced to leave the university. If 
this first year were Incorporated 
Into the high school systehis, those 
who simply cannot or Tiill n6t,do,L 
the work would be ellm'ina|lwi'l»i'' 
fore they reached the university. 
It would be equivalent to setting 
higher standards, as was suggest- 
ed In your previous article. 

If the unlvertity only accepted 
students in the upper three years 
of undergraduate cAurses, it could 
take In better than a qusriermor* ' 
students in tlioso courses, without 
Increasing Its facilities at all. If
